“I would rather attempt to 
answer a dozen specific questions, but 
I think I can answer this by saying 
that when the sanctity of the marriage 
ties and the obligation of family re­ 
lations are more fully realized and 
religious training in the 
family be­ 
comes more general, w'e may look 
for better conditions. 
Dissect these 
questions as w'e may. w^ are forced 
back again and again to the same 
conclusion: Mt>/» I and religious train­ 
ing in the famil> is essential, and, 
just as it is neglectcv* do these evils 
increase. 
“By civic evils we refer to corpor­ 
ate greed, financial immorality and of­ 
ficial infidelity, as in the case of the 
insurance crimes and the group 
of 
crimes broadly classified as ‘graft’ 
I do not know enough of the facts In 
the packing house scandals to include 
them in this generalization, but, gen­ 
erally spekklng, this class of evil is 
due to a lack of conscience as ap­ 
plied to corporate acts. A man will 
ex cuse much in his corporation which 
his conscience would condemn in him­ 
self. 
Corporate conscience is nega­ 
tive. It minimizes responsibility and 
multiplies and magnifies ex cuses. 
A 
rudimentary moral sense will keep a 
man from stealing 
his 
neighbor's 
goods, but the moral sense must be 
educated to see moral wrong, sin and 
crime in the unconscionable acts of 
a corporation. 
“There has been of late a great 
awakening of what is called the pub­ 
lic conscience. 
This has given rise 
to much broad, liberal discussion of 
prevalent abuses and their causes, fix ­ 
ing the responsibility and often dis­ 
closing criminality, and is doing much 
to remedy their abuses and bring bus­ 
iness morality back to the point of 
safety. 
This Is, at least, my hope. 
I believe I can see a decided tenden­ 
cy in that direction. 
Public discus­ 
sion brings understanding, and men 
who have been blind to the wrongs 
of corporate criiyes have had their 
eyes opened. 
They now' see much 
that they could not see before. 
“I believe the secret of the great 
increase of suicides Is due to a lack 
of religious training. An awakening 
to the sense of responsibility over­ 
whelms a man whose moral courage 
has not been fostered by religious 
home training. He has not the sus­ 
taining force which a sense of the 
sanctity of his own obligations would 
give. This moral cowardice prompts 
him to take refuge In death from re­ 
sponsibilities which be has not been 
trained to assume and discharge. The 
great crimes and scandals which are 
now ex citing so much comment can

Threshing returns from the wheat 
fields are very satisfactory when the 
excessive moisture at seed time and 
during the greater part of the winter, 
and especially during Marchf, is taken 
into consideration, writes W. D. Wade, 
of Lamonte, in Colman’s Rural World. 
In very rare cases did wheat make 
the usual top growth or show normal 
length of straw at harvest 
Yields ranged from two to seven 
bushels in excess of the estimates 
prior to harvest. 
The quality was 
never finer. 
The usual test is 60 to 
61 pounds to the measured bushel. The 
best crop so far heard from yielded 
35 bushels and tested 62. 
This was 
on a farm where clover has been a fa­ 
vorite crop in the rotation—it paid. 
We had ofcc yield of 46 acres sown 
Oct. 4 to 7, and was pastured rather 
liberally with light hogs all winter 
and until April 23, which yielded 22 
bushels, and at selling price made 
$ 14.90 per acre. 
On another farm worked by ten­ 
ants and sown Sept. 25 to Oct. 12, we 
made a yield of 18 bushels on 
101 
acres, about 12 ac <?s of which is 
high ridge land, inclined to be a light 
sandstoL > soil, and about 90 acres is 
heavy, block bottom soil, 
with 
a 
slight inclin tion to black, waxy gum­ 
bo. 
In a few places, owing to excessive 
moisture, 
some 
of the wheat was 
drowned out. 
Three 
weeks 
before 
harvest we drove about this crop and 
made a liberal estimate of 12 to 15 
bushels on this farm. 
My experience is no exception, as 
the straw was short, clean and extra 
well headed. While the price is low 
—starting out at 73c to 75c and de­ 
clining to 63c to 65c, we feel well re­ 
munerated for the use of the land and 
incidental expenses. 
Some oats 
have 
been 
threshed; 
yields will be light. 
Corn is coming forward very rapid­ 
ly, but a local hail sto~Ji a few days 
ago destroyed the <rwt> on some half- 
dozen or more farms in Northwest 
Pettis. 
It is too late to replant and 
will 
therefore 
greatly 
discommode 
those in the line of the storm. Sc^ie 
oats were also destroyed, as well as 
gardens and orchards. 
Pastures are generally good and ail 
kinds of live stock doing well, hogs 
bringing more money than for three 
years.

GMNT ELECTRIC ENGINES. 


Take Place of Steam Locomotives In 
New York. 


Two great electric locomotives for 
service on the New’ York Central rail­ 
road are now housed in the new pit 
shed near 
the 
Highbridge station, 
says the New’ York Evening 
Tele­ 
gram. 
They have just arrived from 
Schenectady, N. Y., and in a fortnight 
they will begin running on 
the Cen­ 
tral’s 
experir ¿ntal 
track 
between 
Highbridge * nd Kingsbridge. 
Weighinr each 175.000 pounds, they 
are the first of the order for thirty 
five electrical locomotives given by 
the New York Central railroad to tl 
American Locomotive company to be 
delivered. 
There are eighteen more 
nearly completed and due to arrive 
here before September 1, the day set 
the opening of electrical service on 
that railroad from the Grand Central 
station to Highbridge on the main line 
and Wakefield on the Harlem divis­ 
ion. 
At the offices of Edward B. Katte, 
electrical engineer of the railroad, it 
was stated Wednesday that the first 
one of the 125 steel electric 
motor 
cars for the suburban service 
had 
started from Berwick, Pa., and would 
arrive within a few’ 
While the 
big electric locom^ *ves are to draw 
the through trains to and from High­ 
bridge until the main line service is 
finally extended to Croton, the motor 
cars, running in five and seven car 
trains together with steel trailers, are 
to care for the suburban service. Fif­ 
ty-five trailers have been ordered from 
a St. Louis car building company and 
the first will soon arrive. 
Capable of pulling a train of fif­ 
teen loaded cars at a speed of more 
than sixty miles an hour, the electric 
locomotives are the first ever seen 
in this city. 
In weight nearly as 
heavy as the largest type of the New 
York Central steam locomotive, they 
are thirty-seven feet long, have eight 
driving w’heels and four truck wheels, 
ire thirteen feet nine inches in height 
and ten feet wide. ^

A MILK DIET FOR YEARS. 


Arthur Keene, of Glamorganshire, Has 
Never Eaten Solid Food. 


There is a Doy liv ing in Penarth, 
Glamorganshire, who has existed en­ 


tirely on milk since his birth 
six 


years ago, says the London Express. 
His name is 
Arthur 
Keene. 
He 


liv es with his mother and father, and 
he is one of four children. 
He will not take anything but milk. 
The choicest morsels of food hav e 
been offered him, but he refuses to 
be coaxed away from his milk diet. 
On one occasion his mother forced 
food down his throat, but it made 
him ill at once and he asked for milk. 
His diet each week consists of thirty 
pints of milk mixed with sugar and 
water, which is by no means an ex­ 
cessiv e quantity for ev en a 12-months- 
old infant. 
Yet in spite of this scanty and mo­ 
notonous diet the boy is fully dev el­ 
oped. of normal size and 
of 
good 
weight. 
He is inclined to be a hi 
rickety and is rather nerv ous. 
He at­ 
tends Penarth Council school, and is 
of a most cheerful disposition. 
He has puzzled 
the 
doctors 
of 
Penarth. 
They hav e carefully exam­ 
ined him and they confess that the 
case baffles them completely. 
One doctor saw him last Sunday 
and expressed the opinion that it was 
extraordinary that the boy should be 
so w*ell after liv ing solely on milk 
for six years. 
Only one other similar case is on 
record—that of a 6-year-old girl liv ing 
at Monticello, Va.

ed with $4 a day, on conditions that 
they do not absent them selv es from 


work. 
To go further east, we find that 


Roumania thinks her lawmakers worth 
$5 a day. 
Four dollars a day is the 
salary of those who compose the Bul­ 
garian Sobranje, but members who 
liv e in the capital get only $3 daily. 
Denmark is about the stingiest of 
ail European countries, so far as re­ 
munerating her lawmakers 
is 
con­ 
cerned. 
Danish members of parlia­ 
ment get but $1.75 a day; but, on the 
other hand, they hav e the odd priv ­ 
ilege of a free seat in the Royal the­ 
ater in Copenhagen. 
W hile the members of the German 
Reichstag are not salaried, yet the 
lawmakers 
of the 
v arious 
German 
states do not w*ork for nothing. Saxe- 
Coburg members of parliament are 
paid $3.25; of 
Bav aria. 
$2.50, 
and 
H esse, $2.25. 
At first sight Hungary seems to do 
her lawmaking on the cheap plan, for 
her members get $1,000 a year 
in 
cash. 
But they are not so badly off 
after all, for a liberal allowance is 
made into the bargain for house rent. 
Austro-Hungary’s two legislativ e as­ 
semblies cost the country about $80«»,- 
000 a year in all. Both in Austria and 
Hungary legislators trav el first class 
with second class tickets. 
Besides the United Kingdom, Italy 
and Spain are the 
only 
countries 
which pay nothing to their members 
of parliament. 
Nev ertheless, the cost 
of the Italian parliament is estimated 
at $425,000 a year. 
In Portugal also the state does not 
remunerate legislators, but they re­ 
ceiv e free railway passes, and their 
constituencies are legally permitted to 
pay those who represent them a sum 
of about $3.75 for each day’s session.

The court refused to appoint Grang­ 
er as receiv er for the reason 
that 
Granger made a vow recognizing Dow­ 
ie as the “ Messenger of 
the Cove­ 
nant,” the Prophet foretold by Moses, 
and “ Elijah the Restorer,” to which 
vow “ ail family ties and obligations 
and all relations to human govern­ 
ments shall be held subordinate.” 
The court said it was not obliged to 
repose confidence in & man so con­ 
stituted that, liv ing In this republic, 
he would vow his readiness to aban­ 
don family and betray country . 
The court ordered an election on 
the third Tuesday in September, of 
general overseer, all the members of 
the church residing in Zion City to 
participate.

MAKING MORE ALUMINUM, 


United States Leads with Three Out 
of Bine Works of the 
World. 


It was the United States which be­ 
g an the maufacture of aluminum by 
the electrolyte process 
That was In 
1888. In 18 8 9 almost the same process 
was In use in Switzerland, having been 
worked out independently. 
Since the latter year, says Csssier*» 
Mag azine, the production of aluminum 
has increased enormously, and at the 
present time the annual output of the 
metal is estimated to be 8,000,000 tons, 
as compared with 85 tons In 1889. In 
Eng land the price has fallen in the 
same period from ten 
shilling 
six 
pence per pound to one shilling three 
pence per pound. 
If a cheaper raw 
material than refined aluminum could 
be used in the process a still further 
reduction In price would be possible. 
Nine works are now 
using 
this 
method, three in the United States, 
two in France, one each in Great Brit­ 
ain, Germany, Switzerland and Aus­ 
tria.
